Berkeley Municipal Code ("BMC") § 6.32.020 prohibits being in a 
City park from 10:00 p.m. to 6:00 a.m. This park is closed at 1 0:00 p.m. 
Starting December 21, 201 1 , this law will be enforced. Persons in this 
park after 10:00 p.m. will be subject to arrest for violating BMC S 
632.020 and their property will be removed . 

Penal Code § 647(e) prohibits lodging on City property without 
permission from the City, No one has permission to lodge in this park. 
Persons who are camping in this park are violating Penal Code § 647(e). 
Starting December 21, 201 1, anyone found camping in this park will be 
required to remove their tent and other property being used for lodging 
here. Persons who fail to remove their tent and other property used 
for lodging in this park will be subject to arrest for violating Penal 
Code § 647(e) and their property will be removed .
